iliu innHt obnoxious and dangerou* 
provisions of the bill art not to be 
rifjiilly applied. 

Toledo, too begin* to realize that 
nil things are not what they seem.

"declaring tlio law lias no friend* 
among tho vraiii men, though Toledo 
has an olovator capacity of 7,000,000 
busliols. Toledo ia vory antagonistic 
to it ill its i>resent form." The Pre*- 
ident of the I'rodnco Exobinge says: 

"Tttiiini; it for granted that the pub- 
lic has a faircoiiceDlionoftlieamount 
of work tho CommlRaloa will be ask. 
ed io perform, has the public oalcu. 



lated the proportions of a force that 
can handle iIiIk rant volume? Com- 
missioner Kiiilc troployi I9G clerks to 
keep straight the peroeiiugea of the 
Esslem triink-llne pool. This force 
had nothing lodotneomparison with 
the Commissioner** work. The Job 
Is bigger tbau waa oontemplatod, ex- 
cept by those who engineered the law 
and saw that It was necessary to ^tg 
public clamor in sonio way.

the passage of the iiiieratate law.-" 
it seems that the law ia in confllet 
witii that (eelton Of tlia Conslllutlon 
prohibiting the passage of any act 
impairing the force of r4>ii tracts. 

In a few wordf, no law ever be- 
came in M ahttHuMUitf . o^tl. to . so 
manr Borloua Ifnot fhlal objections. 
Itnt for Ibe liberal lntfr||mUliun of 
llie law by the roinitllMlo% Vusineaa 
would be paraly/cil. Yet Ulia is not 
•urpriaiiig, for uo law ever passed 
Coucresa with so many men voting 
for It declaring frankly that they 
could not understand it

'I'hcio arc fi-w .lews in the 
place, but tho Arabs still jioint out a 
small buildiue lying outside the town 
which they ueclure to bo tho house 
wherein Abraham tlrst saw the light, 
and which thoy tberefbro term lloit ol 
Chalil (the bouse o( tho friend u( Cod). 
It is most Improbahlo that Ihe iieuial 
lioiiso shonlil liavu stood for Ihoimaiuls 
o( years; bul Iho building in i|Uu»tiou 
U of groat oiiUipiily. lly its oreseut 
i wiicr, an Arab iioasant, "as well ii.s by 
the Araljs generallv, it iuhcld In tbo 
utmost veiieiulioii llio more so since 
it Is feared that ivithiii a few yeaisit will 
fall to the (;roiiiid. — ./e«'i.s/i Chrunicle.

llalluciiiationa and Illusions of liear- 

Ing are iiio>t common among Iho iu- 
sniic, VoircH arc most coninioiily 
liearil. In Ilii' luclancholic tlii'.se voices 
arc of reproach or mouaco, ur voices 
thai coiiiiiiaiiii liim to commit some 
atrocious act, Tbe following is n good 
example uf puro hailuolnaUons of 

alrthrdfor lli*iiRmth*, nor perfbrmed 
any voluntary set. One day he *eixed 
a bottle and threw it at the bead ol an 

attendaiil. After this he nmalned 
((iiict and iiiiiMoN alilc ami retwvered in 

a frw iilis. When asked why he 

hail iluMVMi Ihe bottio he said: "Ito 
cause I heai'il a voieo snying: 'Kill 
suiuobody and you will bo deflverod.' 
I dld,aot kill tile man. therefore mrlot 
ooula not bi altered, and I remained, 
(pilet and immovable. Moreover, tbo 
same voice repeated without ceasing, 
■Movo and you will bo do«dk* This 
warning was the cause of uif Qamobil- 
hy." " 

Ilalhieinations and illusions of sniidl 
and taste are not so common, yet they 
occur, anil may Im' of a pic.asaiil oruii- 
plensaiit naliire. de|»cniliii;r upon tho 
disposition of the pcr.-oii. Kroiii these 
uften arise tho ideas ul insane uaticnis 
tlint tlicy aro being oompelled to 
bronthe noxious gases, as ehloniforiii 
or elber, or ideas that they arc being 
poisoiieil by ailiilcs Introilueed into 
their food. Aj^ain. I'l certain of llicni 
piilill hospital fall' may -ccm as the 
ambi'usia of the gods, and plain, wealc 
water as sweet neclar. 

With regard to feeling or culaiieoua 
siMisibililv lialbiciiialioiis anil illusions 
call not bo distinguished from each 
other, as it ia impossible olten to tell 
whether there b really any abnormal 
sensation or not, Tho various 
sensations that somo oxperienro 
all' very ilisagrecablc and some- 
what friglilfnl, is when a pcrsuu 
thinks that ser|>ents are crawling over 
liini, or that frogs havo taken lodging 
in his sloiiiacli. or that birds are In his 
chest, ur a ilog in his head. A case 
which illitstralea hallnciiiation uf scy- 
eral senses 1^ tho following: A man was 
returning iiomo one moonlight uiglil, 
and was somowbat fatigued by bis lung 
walk. All at unoe It aeemed lo him as 
if he saw a groat animal like a dragon 
roll ont ot a ditch by the roadside. He 
became exceedingly afraid, and at the 
sarao time felt himself painfully 
grasped by the right sbonlder by tho 
animal; nevorthe^ss he could, as ho 
saiil. free himself by running. Inimo- 
iiali'ly iiflcnvard lio fell into a diseaso 
uf tho lungs whioh affootod his enliru 
right long and he died in ashort time. 
The various delusion* of tbo ln«nne, 
whether they ani in the form of hallu- 
inatioiis or ilhi-ions, often icinler 
Ihoiu exceedingly dangerous lo society. 
Kor lastaoce. a man comniandcd by 
(iod to kill his family, or suiue ucigh- 
hor. or sonic one in high otticc, is alxjut 
1- iljii^'.TnM- a factor to society as 
riiiihl he foiiiid. A man who tliiiika 
Ih.tt -.mill' line Is slicking him with 
l,iiivi v i\ir\ night is very likely to 
>iii k the person who he imagines is 
^licking bim. A man who thinks somo 
OIK- in poisoning him is very liable to 
endeavor lo retaliate, 

Il is H well-known fad that starva- 
tion will induce hallucinatiuiis, and 
sight is the senso that is usually 
affected, as Is shown by the follotving 
■xaniplc: A feyv years ago several 
luinlieriiicii lost their way on the ice of 
Lake Ontario, ami were foiitid on a 
little island, from which it wasdillicult 
to remove them owing to Ihe allractivo 
visiun of a splendid feast and a v^'urm 
tire yvhioh occupied the minds ol these 
persons. They had almost reached tiio
